It is the intent of the general assembly that as a
condition of receivin% the appropriation provided in this
lettered paragraph, the department of justice shall maintain a
record of the estimated time incurred representing each agency
or department.

2. In addition to the funds appropriated in subsection 1,
there is appropriated from the general fund of the state to
the department of justice for the fiscal year beginning July
1, 2005, and ending June 30, 2006, an amount not exceeding
$200,000 to be used for the enforcement of the lowa
competition law. The funds appropriated in this subsection
are contingent upon receipt by the general fund of the state
of an amount at least equal to the expenditure amount from
either damages awarded to the state or a political subdivision
of the state by a civil judgment under chapter 553, if the
judgment authorizes the use of the award for enforcement
purposes or costs or attorneys fees awarded the state in state
or federal antitrust actions. However, if the amounts
received as a result of these judgments are in excess of
$200,000, the excess amounts shall not be appropriated to the
department of justice pursuant to this subsection. The
department of justice shall report the department®s actual
costs and an estimate of the time incurred enforcing the
competition law, to the co=chairpersons and ranking members of
the joint appropriations subcommittee on the justice systenm,
and to the legislative services agency by November 15, 2004.
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3. In addition to the funds appropriated in subsection 1,
there is appropriated from the general fund of the state to
the department of justice for the fiscal year beginning July
1, 2005, and ending June 30, 2006, an amount not exceeding
$300,000 to be used for administration and operations. The
funds apgropriated in this subsection are contingent upon
receipt by the general fund of the state of an amount at least
equal to the expenditure amount from costs or attorney fees
awarded the state in settlement of its antitrust action
against Microsoft brought under chapter 553. However, if the
amounts received as a result of this settlement are in excess
of $300,000, the excess amounts shall not be appropriated to
the department of justice pursuant to this subsection.

4. In addition to the funds appropriated in subsection 1,
there is appropriated from the general fund of the state to
the department of justice for the fiscal year beginning July
1, 2005, and ending June 30, 2006, an amount not exceeding
$1,125,000 to be used for public education relating to
consumer fraud and for enforcement of section 714.16, and an
amount not exceeding $75,000 for investigation, prosecution,
and consumer education relating to consumer and criminal fraud
against_older lowans. The funds appropriated in this
subsection are contingent upon receipt by the general fund of
the state of an amount at least equal to the expenditure
amount from damages awarded to the state or a political
subdivision of the state by a civil consumer fraud judgment or
settlement, if the judgment or settlement authorizes the use
of the award for public education on consumer fraud. However,
if the funds received as a result of these judgments and
settlements are in excess of $1,200,000, the excess funds
shall not be appropriated to the department of justice
pursuant to this subsection. The department of justice shall
report to the co=chairpersons and ranking members of the joint
appropriations subcommittee on the justice system, and to the
legislative services agency by November 15, 2005, the
department®s actual costs and an estimate of the time incurred
in providing education pursuant to and enforcing this
subsection.

5. The balance of the victim compensation fund established
in section 915.94 may be used to provide salary and sugport of
not more than 22 FTEs and to provide maintenance for the
victim compensation functions of the department of justice.

6. a. The department of justice, in submitting budget
estimates for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 2006,
pursuant to section 8.23, shall include a report of funding
from sources other than amounts appropriated directly from the
general fund of the state to the department of justice or to
the office of consumer advocate. These funding sources shall
include, but are not limited to, reimbursements from other
state agencies, commissions, boards, or similar entities, and
reimbursements from special funds or internal accounts within
the department of justice. The department of justice shall
report actual reimbursements for the fiscal year commencin
July 1, 2004, and actual and expected reimbursements for the
fiscal year commencing July 1, 2005.

b. The department of justice shall include the report
required under paragraph "a", as well as information regarding
any revisions occurring as a result of reimbursements actually
received or expected at a later date, in a report to the co=
chairpersons and ranking members of the %oint appropriations
subcommittee on the justice system and the legislative
services agency. The department of justice shall submit the
report on or before January 15, 2006.

Sec. 2. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE == ENVIRONMENTAL CRIMES
INVESTIGATION AND PROSECUTION == FUNDING. There is
appropriated from the environmental crime fund of the
department of justice, consisting of court=ordered fines and
penalties awarded to the defartment arising out of the
prosecution of environmental crimes, to the department of
Justice for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2005, and ending
June 30, 2006, an amount not exceeding $20,000 to be used b
the department, at the discretion of the attorney general, for
the investi%ation and prosecution of environmental crimes,

inc!u@in? the reimbursement of expenses incurred by county,
municipal, and other local governmental agencies cooperating
with the department in the investigation and prosecution of

The funds appropriated in this section are contingent upon
receipt by the environmental crime fund of the department of
justice of an amount at least equal to the appropriations made
In this section and received from contributions, court=ordered
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restitution as part of judgments in criminal cases, and
consent decrees entered into as part of civil or regulatory
enforcement actions. However, if the funds received during
the fiscal year are in excess of $20,000, the excess funds
shall be deposited in the general fund of the state.
Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys appropriated in this

section that remain unencumbered or unobligated at the close

of the fiscal year shall not revert but shall remain available
for expenditure for the purpose designated until the close of
the succeeding fiscal year.

In addition to the funds otherwise appropriated in this
subsection, there is appropriated from the general fund of the
state to the division of the lowa state patrol for the TfTiscal
year beginning July 1, 2005, and ending June 30, 2006, an
amount not exceedin% $400,000 to be used for motor vehicle
depreciation. The funds appropriated in this paragraph are
contingent upon receipt by the general fund of the state of an
amount at least equal to the expenditure amount from costs or
attorney fees awarded the state in settlement of its antitrust
action against Microsoft brought under chapter 553.

Sec. 15. HOMELAND SECURITY AND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT
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DIVISION. There is appropriated from the wireless E911
emer?ency communications fund to the administrator of the
homeland security and emergengy management division of the
department of public defense for the fiscal year beginning
July 1, 2005, and ending June 30, 2006, an amount not
exceeding two hundred thousand dollars to be used for
implementation, support, and maintenance of the functions of
the administrator and program manager under chapter 34A and to
employ the auditor of the state to perform an annual audit of
the wireless E911 emergency communications fund.

Sec. 16. I10WA LAW ENFORCEMENT ACADEMY == FEES.
Notwithstanding section 80B.11B, the lowa law enforcement
academy may charge more than one=half the cost of providing
the basic training course if a majority of the lowa law
enforcement academy council authorizes charging more than one=
half of the cost of providing basic training. This section is
repealed on June 30, 2006.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes appropriations for fiscal year 2005=2006
from the general fund of the state to the departments of
jJustice, corrections, public defense, and public safety, and
the lowa law enforcement academy, office of the state public
defender, board of parole, and lowa state civil rights
commission.

The bill also makes ap?ropriations to the department of
jJjustice, the department of corrections, the lowa state patrol,
and the second and third judicial districts that are
contingent upon the general fund of the state receiving moneys
from the Microsoft antitrust settlement.

The bill provides that the lowa law enforcement academy may
charge a department of the state, a member of a police force,
or any political subdivision of the state more than one=half
of the cost to provide the basic training course for a law
enforcement officer, provided a majority of the lowa law
enforcement council approves such a charge. Current law
prohibits the lowa law enforcement academy from charging more
than one=half of the cost of providing the basic training
course.
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
